Besides Tourism Department Offices, the Reception 
Centre at Srinagar also accommodates offices of 
Tourism Development Corporation, State Road 
Transport Corporation, Indian Airlines, Wildlife, 
Fisheries, Bank and a Post Office. It also has a Hotel 
Wing and a Tourist Hostel. 
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has a scenic setting because it 
of the river Tawi, and is situated 
on a hillock. Surrounded by lakes, hills and ancient 
temples, it has a great artistic tradition and has made a 
significant contribution to the Pahari School of 
Painting. Jammu is the winter capital of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir and is the gateway to the 
Kashmir valley. Jammu is also the railhead for 
Srinagar. 

No record is available of the history of the area before 
the 18th century. According to legend, the city of 
Jammu was founded by Raja Jamboolochan who 
lived in 9th century. Very little information is avai¬ 
lable about the succeeding regimes until Raja Ranjit 
Deva, son of Raja Dhruv Deva, a Dogra chief of 
Rajput descent, proclaimed himself the ruler of the 
principality of Jammu in 1730 AD. Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh of the Punjab came to power later and Nain 
Kishore Singh who was a descendant of Raja Dhruv 
Deva held an eminent position in his court. His son, 
Gulab Singh, rendered such distinguished service to 
Ranjit Singh that, in 1820, the principality of Jammu 
was conferred on him with the hereditary title of Raja. 
In 1832 Gulab Singh merged Jammu and Kashmir 
into one state under the Dogra rule, which acceded to 
India in 1947.

Bahu Fort 

4 km.Situated on a rock face on the left bank of the 
river Tawi, this is perhaps the oldest fort and the 
edifice in the city. Constructed originally by Raja 
Bahulochan over 3,000 years ago, the existing fort 
was lately improved and built by the Dogra rulers 
There is a temple dedicated to the goddess Kali 
inside the fort. Recently a beautiful garden has been 
laid and it has a well appointed Cafeteria also. 

Raghunath Temple 

0.5 kms. Situated in the heart of the city (Raghunath 
Bazar) and surrounded by a group of other temples, 
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this temple dedicated to Lord Rama is outstanding 
and unique in northern India. Work was started by 
Maharaja Ghulab Singh, the founder of the present 
city, in 1835 AD. and was completed by his son, 
Maharaja Ranbir Singh, in 1860. The inner walls of 
the main temple are covered with gold sheet on three 
sides. There are many galleries with lakhs of 
saligrams. The surrounding temples are dedicated to 
various gods and goddesses connected with the epic 
Ramayana. 

Raghunath Temple (Purani Mand!) 

0.5 km. Built by Maharaja Ranbir Singh’s wife, Rani 
Bandral, in 1888 AD, it is dedicated to Lord Rama. 
The temple is renowned for its depiction of the Rama 
Lila and Krishna Lila in painting. 

Ranbireswar Temple 

75 metres. Built by Maharaja Ranbir Singh in 1883 
AD, Ranbireswar Temple is dedicated to Lord Shiva. 
There are twelve Shiva Lingams of crytal measuring 
from 15 cms to 38 cms and gallaries with thousands 
of Shiva Lingams fixed on stone slabs. 

Ranbir Canal 

3 km. A good viewpoint. The canal branches off from 
the river Chenab at Akhnoor 32 km from Jammu. It 
has icy cold water round the year. 

Note: Distances given above are from the New 
Secretariat. All the above monuments/spots can be 
visited from sunrise to late in the evening. Admission 
free. 

Dogra Art Gallery 

Housed in Gandhi Bhavan outside the New 
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Secretariat, the major collection here is of nearly 600 
paintings belonging to the Basholi, and Kangra 
schools. The Rasmanjari set from Basholi is a rare 
treasure. There is also a collection of sculptures, 
terracotta pieces, murals, illustrated manuscripts and 
historic arms.

Altitude 2024 metres. 112 Kms. A peaceful resort 
with a Cafeteria on the Jammu Srinagar National 
Highway. Patnitop has been developed into a year 
round tourist resort with all modern amenities for the 
tourists. It is enveloped by thickly wooded forests, 
and is perched on a lovely plateau offering unusual 
lush green picnic sp ->ts. Accommodation in 14 Delux 
Double room huts ranging from Rs. 120/- to Rs. 125/- 
per day, Tourist Bungalows—Room/Suite rent from 
50/- to 100/- per day.

Pilgirms 
visit this place on the full moon night of Sawan (July- 
August) and worship a Trishul Trident and a mace 
supposedly belonging to Bhima. Here Depak stream 
originates and disappears into its bed after flowing 
down a few kms. Accommodation at Pilgrim shelters, 
Rs. 2/- per head.

In the heart of the Kashmir valley, Srinagar is spread 
on both sides of the river Jbelum. A bird’s eye view of 
the City gives the impression of a gem nestling in the 
midst of lofty mountains, green meadows, rivulets 
and lakes. It is the summer capital of the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir and a very convenient base for 
treks in the mountains and to Leh. 

Kalhana, the author of the Rajtarangini states that 
Srinagar was founded by the Emperor Ashoka (3rd 
century BC). The present city of Srinagar was 
founded by Pravarasena II and Hiuen Tsang who 
visited the capital in AD 631 found the city at the 
same site as it is today. Lalitaditya (AD 649-736) was 
the most illustrious ruler of the Hindu period which 
ended in 1339. King Zain-ul-Abidin (1421-72) who 
was popularly known as Badshah was a great patron 
of Sanskrit. His was the period when the Kashmiri- 
Persian literature occupied an almost exclusive place. 
The King was great lover of Arts and Crafts and even 
brought Artisans from Iran to introduce Carpet 
weaving, shawls and other exquisite handicarafts for 
which Kashmir is renowned the world over. 

Akbar captured the valley for the Mughals who 
endowed Srinagar with beautiful mosques and 
gardens. The Sikhs overthrew the last Muslim ruler in 
the reign of Maharaja Ranjit Singh in 1819. In 1846 
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the Dogras secured the sovereignty of Kashmir from 
the British under the treaty of Amritsar, and in 1947 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir became pari of the 
Indian Union.

Cheshmashahi 

9 kms. A tastfully laid garden in terraces with a spring 
of cool, refreshing digestive waters. The original 
garden was laid out by Shahi Jehan in 1632 AD. 

The Cheshmashahi-Pari-Mahal area has been 
developed into a Tourist Village. The Gardens are 
illuminated by night which c6mmand a magnificent 
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view of the Dal Lake below and surrounding 
mountain range,,. There are 22 deluxe and 33 other 
huts of one, two and three bed rooms, with a cafeteria 
and a Shopping Complex near by (tariff under Public 
Sector accommodation). 

Dal Lake 

0.5 km. This lovely lake lies to the east of the city at the 
foot of Shridhara (Zabarwan) mountain. The 
Shankaracharya hill (Takht-i-Sulaiman) is to the 
south and Hari Parbat on its west. The lake is 6X3 km. 
and is divided by causeways into four parts. Gagribal, 
Lokutdal, Boddal and Nagin. The Lokutdal and the 
Boddal each have an island in the centre, called Rup 
Lank and Sona Lank, respectively. Rup Lank is 
known as “Char Chinari” as well. 

Hari Parbat Fort 

5 km. The hill of Sharika, in the north eastern part of 
Srinagar, is sacred to the Hindus. It is surmounted by 
an 18th Centuary Fort, constructed by Atta 
Mohammad Khan, an Afgan Governor. The wall 
around the hill was built by Akbar in 1592-98. AD. 
There are almond orchards around it. In Spring when 
the blossoms are out, these orchards make a lovely 
sight. Permission to visit the Fort is issued by the 
Director of Tourism. 


Harwan 

3.5 km. from Shalimar Bagh. On the hillside south of 
the village remarkable remains of ancient orna- 
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merited brick pavements of Budhist period have 
come to light. The tiles indicate the dresses of the 
people, such as loose trousers, Turkoman caps or 
close fitting turbans, large ear-rings which show a 
clear central Asian influence. 


Hazratbal 

7 km. Hazratbal shrine is situated on the western 
shore of the Dal Lake opposite Nishat Bagh and 
commands a grand view of the lake and the moun¬ 
tains beyond. It has a special sanctity because a 
sacred hair of the Prophet Mohammad is preserved 
here. This is displayed to the public on special 
occasions. 


Jamia Masjid 

5 km. Originally built by Sultan Sikandar in 1400 AD 
and enlarged by his son, Zain-ul-Abidin. It is a typical 
example of Indo-Saracenic architecture. Destroyed 
thrice by fire and rebuilt each time, the present 
mosque was repaired during the reign of Dogra 
Maharaja Partap Singh. 


Nishat Bagh 

1 1 1 km - s *tuated on the banks of the Dal Lake with the 
Zabarwan mountains at the back, this “garden of 
bliss commands a magnificent view of the lake and 
the snowcapped Pir Panjal mountain range which 
stands far away to the west of the valley. Nishat was 
designed in 1633 AD by Asaf Khan, brother of Nur 
Jahan. 
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Nagin 

8 km. The Jewel in the Ring, the smallest but the most 
lovely part of Dal Lake. Separated by a causeway and 
only a short distance from Hazratbal, its deep blue 
water encircled by a ring of green trees has given it its 
name. There is a club also and other facilities include 
water skiing and swimming. 

Pari Mahal 

10.6 kms. Once a Budhist Monastry, it was converted 
into a School of Astrology by Dara Shakoh, Moghul 
Emperor Shah Jehan’s son. Situated on a spur of 
mountains, over-looking Dal Lake the ancient 
monument with a well laid spacious garden in front, is 
close to Cheshmashahi, connected with a black 
topped road. The entire road and the monument is 
well lit and the place is illuminated by night. 

Pather Masjid 

This stone mosque is in the heart of the city opposite 
the Shah Hamdan Mosque. It was built by Nur Jahan 
and was then mainly reserved for the prayers of Shia 
Muslims. 

Shah Hamdan Mosque 

Situated on the banks of the river Jhelum, this is one 
of the oldest mosque in the city, it has fine papier 
mache work on the walls and ceillings. Approachable 
by road and river. 

Shalimar Bagh 

15 km. Built by Emperor Jahangir for his wife Nur 
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Jahan, it is beautiful garden of vistas and_.shallow 
terraces. The garden is 539 by 182 metres wide and has 
four terraces, rising one above the other. A canal, lined 
with polished stones and supplied with water from 
Harwan runs through the middle of the garden. The 
fourth terrace, by far the best, was once reserved for 
royal ladies. India Tourism Development Cor¬ 
poration runs a Sound and Light Show (Son-et- 
Lumiere) in this garden from May to October. 


Shankaracharya Temple 

0.5 km. One thousand feet high, this prominent hill is 
also known as Takht-i-Sulaiman. Most authorities 


seem to agree that the first religious edifice on this 
commanding site was built by Jaluka, the son of 
Ashoka around 200 BC. The low enclosing wall and 
the plinth of the existing temple is what has remained 
of the old temple. The present upper structure, the 
interior of which is 4.3 /metres in diameter, is sup¬ 
posed to have been built by an unknown Hindu 
devotee, during the tolerant reign of Emperor 
Jahangir. An early morning climb to the top offers a 
magnificent view of the valley and the snowy peaks of 
the IV Panjal range beyond. By the side of the temple 
is also a TV Tower.

A fine 
garden in Mughal style with groves of trees, water 
cascades and fountains. Once the pleasure retreat of 
the Empress Nur Jahan, Achabal has a camping 
ground and a trout hatchery. On way is Awantipur 29 
km. from Srinagar, famous for the ruins of the ancient 
temples believed to have been built in honour of the 
god Mahadeva by Avanti Verman in the 9th 
'century.

A PWD Rest House also 
available. From Aharbal. Kungwattan a charming 
woodland meadow is 5 kms. ahead. Kounsernag 
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Lake which generally remains frozen and covered 
with ice-bergs till late June is 11 kms. further ahead. 
The entire area is a trekkers paradise. 

Burzahom 

24 km. The excavations at Burzahom reveal settle¬ 
ments dating back to about 2500 BC. 


Charari-Sharif 

30 km. On the road to Yusmarg. The Ziarat or shrine 
of the famous patron saint of Kashmir, Sheilk Noor- 
ud-Din, popularly known as.Nunda Rishi. 


Dachigam Wildlife Sanctuarv 

21 km. Originally a royal game preserve, this sanc¬ 
tuary is now protected and provides shelter to the 
Himalayan black bear, brown bear, musk deer and 
the hangul or kashmir stag. Tourists are required to 
obtam special permits from the Chief Wild Life

The spring here is an 
important place of pilgrimage for Hindus.

Sonamarg 

Altitude 2740 metres. 83 km. Literally the meadow of 
gold. Sonamarg has a wild mountain beauty. A good 
base for trekking. Accommodation at Rest House 
Tariff: Rs. 13 per room. Tourist Huts Tariff: Rs. 35 per

Thajiwas - 

4 km. from Sonamarg. A small valley at the foot of the 
Sonamarg glacier.

Houseboats: 

Houseboats are peculiar to Srinagar. Moored on the 
banks of the river Jhelum, the Dal and Nagin lakes, 
they are known for their comfort. A houseboat ranges 
from 24 to 38 metres in length and is 3 to 6 metres 
wide. There are two living rooms, and two to three 
bedrooms with attached bathrooms and hot and cold 
running water. The boats are elegently furnished with 
excellent bath rooms attached to each bedroom. 
Electricity, crockery, cutlery, modern appliances and 
radios are provided. Houseboats have decks for 
sunbathing. Smaller boats can be punted about and 
moored at different places. 

Each houseboat has a shikara boat for crossings and 
an attached kitchen-boat which also serves as 
quarters for the staff. Houseboat provide clean and 
filtered piped drinking water.

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Beyond the Kashmir valley lies Ladakh, the land of 
^insurmountable mountains and fascinating mona¬ 
steries. Ladakh, the abode of rare kiang and highland 
Yak. Leh, its capital city, lies at the tri-junction of the 
historic ‘silk route’ from Sinkiang to West Asia and to 
the plains of India. Situated at 3500 metres in the hills 
of Karakoram range, 7 km. off the banks of Indus, leh 
was visited by the Chinese traveller Fa-Aien in AD

The Jammu and Kashmir Road Transport Cor¬ 
poration operates daily buses between Srinagar and 
Leh which involves a night halt at Kargil. Jeeps and 
Taxis also available. 

PLACES OF INTEREST 

Leh is a town of small lanes and bylanes which is 
thronged by tourists for seeing the “last Shangrilla , 
the “hermit kingdom”, and to stroll in the bazars. 
Some of the important places are listed below. 

Leh Khar Palace 

Built in the mid 16th century by Sevang Namgyal, the 
palace stands like a sentinal overlooking the town. 
Inside there are old wall paintings depicting the life of 
the Buddha. The small corridors have 100-year old 
tankas or painted scrolls, statues and other arma¬ 
ments which convert it into a Museum. 

Leh Monastery 

Soaring above the place on- crags, the monastery 
dominates both the palace and the town, showing the 
supremacy of the “Spiritual king”. The monastery 
houses a solid golden statue of the Buddha, painte 
scrolls, ancient manuscripts and wall paintings. 

Leh Mosque L . u, e 

Built in 1594 by Singe Namgyal, a tribute to 
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Muslim mother, the Leh mosque, an exquisite work of 
Turko-Iranian architecture, stands majestically in the 
main bazar. 

Tsemo Gompa 

One of the royal monasteries, Tsemo gompa, located 
near the palace, is known for its two-storeyed statue 
of Chamba Buddha in a sitting posture. 

EXCURSIONS 

Leh is a convenient base for visiting different 
monasteries. Buses play daily from leh to most of the 
monasteries during summer. However taxis and 
jeeps can be engaged. 

Alchi Gompa 

135 km. from Leh and 5 km. off the Saspol village, 
this roving monastery consists of six temples which 
contain a chorten, seated Buddhas and exquisite 
paintings. Over ten centuries old, profusely painted 
walls depict the events of the Buddha’s life, lamas and 
musicians. 

Choglamsar 

A place full of flowers and plants which are grown 
fantastically at such high altitudes. Polo and Golf 
grounds offer the adventurers a rare opportunity of 
such sporting activities. From Choglamsar to the 
summer palace of the king, it is an exhilarating 
journey through beautiful trees and fragrant 
flowers. 

Hemis Gompa 

49 km. The. biggest monastery in Ladakh. On ente- 
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ring the valley one sees this grand specimen of great 
architectural feat on a green hill. Colourful flags 
flutter on the four pillars in the courtyard against the 
backdrop of white walls and a blue sky. The monas¬ 
tery contains quite a few gold statues and stupas 
decorated with precious stones. It has a superb 
collection of tankas, including the largest which is 
exhibited once in eleven years (the last time it was 
displayed in 1980). 

Every year in June, a colourful festival, marking the 
birthday of Guru Padmasambhava is held here. 
Masked dancers with slow steps and loud music are 
supposed to fight away the demons. 

Lamayuru 

125 km. On the Leh-Srinagar road, this is the oldest 
monastery dating back to the tenth century. It has 
fascinating caves carved out of the mountain. Some 
rooms are richly furnished with carpets. Tibetan 
tables, prized tankas and the ever lit tiny lamps. 

Likir Gompa 

A few kilometres away from Alchi, a scenic road 
passing through rocky mountains and the river, takes 
you to this gompa which contains a great deal of 
enormous clay statues of the Buddha in different 
forms. The exquisite murals and frescoes belong to 
the ninth century. 

Mulbek Monastery 

190 km. On the Leh-Srinagar highway, this mon¬ 
astery has a huge image of Buddha carved out of rock 
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on the side of the road. It is perched on a high rock 
and houses some invaluable relics. 

Phiyang Gompa 

20 km. On the Leh-Srinagar road in this gompa of the 
red sect of the Buddhists. It possesses excellent 
statues and tankas. 

Shankar Gompa 

3 km. The only monastery built on plain, is the seat of 
the yellow sect of the Buddhists. It has a formidable 
collection of miniature statues of pure gold and a 
number of exciting wall paintings. This is a modern 
monastery with electricity, yet it is an ancient edifice 
which has a huge statue of eleven heads and 1000 
hands, a form of Avalokeshwara. Another satue of 
Chanzeri with 1000 eyes, 1000 arms and 1000 legs 
in a gorgeous representation of a Buddhist diety. 

Shey Palace and Monastery 

15 km. This is the summer palace of the erstwhile 
rulers of Leh, surrounded by picturesque gardens. 
Built in 1945, the palace has the largest victory stupa, 
topped with pure gold. There is a spectacular double 
storeyed statue of Chamba or Maitreya Buddha in a 
sitting posture. Wrought of copper and brass, gilded 
with gold and silver and studded with precious gems, 
ii leaves the senses breathless. 

Spituk Monastery 

8km. On the Leh-Srinagar highway, built on a small 
hilltop over-looking the Indus river, is the seat of the 
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head lama, five hudnered years old. this monastery 
has some prized tankas and huge statues of goddess 
Kali, whose faces are unveiled once a year. This 
chamber contains an ancient collection of masks 
too. 

Stakhna Monastery 

Completely isolated, an unmetalled road, stretching 
away from the main road, leads to Stakhna mona¬ 
stery-one of the oldest in Ladakh. The monastery 
consist of some beautiful old tankas from the tenth 
century. From the top a splendid view of the Indus 
river, the mountains and the Thiksay Monastery can 
be had. 

Thiksay Monastery 

19 km. On way to Hemis, is this eight century old 
monastery. It has twelve storeys and consists of 10 
temples, 60 resident Lamas and a nnunnery. The 
chambers are full of statues, stupas, tankas, ancient 
swords and Tantric wall paintings. Also there is a 
gigantic pillar engraved with the Buddhas tea¬ 
chings.

The most colourful festival is held to commemorate 
the birth of Guru Padmasambhava, who is beleived to 
have fought with demons for the safety of the local 
people. Young and old, lamas and commoners, men 
and women through to have a glimpse of joy. For 
three days right from the morning till late in the 
evening, it is a time of gaity, joy and worship. People 
from nearby villages come to sell and buy handi¬ 
crafts and antique. Mask dances are quite famous. 

Losar 

This is celebrated in the eleventh month of the 
Buddhist year. Its origin dates back to the 15th 
century. This festival was celebrated in advance of a 
battle as it was feared that not many would survive. 
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GOLF 


Perhaps one of the first Golf Courses in India, 
after the famous RCGC, was undoubtly constructed 
in Srinagar. The late 19th Century building of the 
Kashmir Golf Club, is a testimony to it. Play.your eigh¬ 
teen holes there, whether you have your golf equip¬ 
ment with you or not, the best teaching professional 
in India, Gh. Mohd will provide you with everything 
including a lesson to a beginner or an advice to a 
more keen golfer on how to cure a slice or a hook: 
Join a competition, it is a course where you don’t have 
a day off, unless, of course, it is covered with a sheet of 
snow! 

Take a day off and go to Gulmarg. The recently 
relaid gold course, by Mr. Peter Thompson, is the 
highest green golf course in the world and is of Inter¬ 
national standards; 7,000 yards, par 72. For those 
who have seen older days in Gulmarg, the nine holes 
of the old course have been retained. Carry your 
equipment and golf balls along. 

Temporary membership at both courses in 
Srinagar and Gulmarg is open to visitors. Charges 
nominal.

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WILD LIFE 


In Jammu and Kashmir a great diversity in the 
floristic, climatic and altitudinal conditions have led 
to an environment ideal for a rich variety of Wildlife. It 
bears a distinction of harbouring both oriental and 
european genera. The State sustains about 50 
species of mamals and more than 300 species of birds 
which includes unique and rare species such as 
Kashmir Stag, Musk Deer, Markhore, Serow, Ovis 
Amon, Wild Yak, Wild Ass, Snow Leapard, Brown 
Bear, Monal-Pheasant, Western Tragopan, Black 
Necked Crane, Bar-headed Goose, Eastern Grey 
Heron, Bearded Vulture, etc,. Being located on the 
flyway route of Siberian water migrants to the plains 
of India, it refuges quite a good size of these water 
fowls in various water bodies, thus providing venue 
for winter sport. 


The Department of Wild Life protection has esta¬ 
blished a net work of protected areas in all the three 
regions of the State such as, Jammu, Kashmir and 
Ladakh, which includes three National Parks, two 
Bio-Sphere reserves, five Wildlife Sanctuaries as 
listed below, in addition to thirty three Wet Land/ 
Wildlife Reserves. These areas have been managed 
scientifically and are visited by Naturalists, Biologists, 
Conservationsts, Scholars, besides tourists.

The foothills of Shivalik range offer trekking 
routes in Jammu area. The Kashmir valley provides a 
number of alpine treks. Ladakh offers excellent 
opportunities and represents the true Himalayan 
trekking grounds. Detailed information about various 
trekking itineraries are given in a separate folder 
“Trekking in Kashmir and Ladakh”. The Department 
has specially published a trekking route map of the 
State through Survey of India which can be pur¬ 
chased at different State Tourist Offices. The Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism has also set-up a trekking equip¬ 
ment hire shop in Tourist Reception Centre, Srinagar 
where important equipment such as light mountain 
tents, sleeping bags, ruck-sacks, boots etc are avai¬ 
lable on hire. 

Itineraries of some famous trekking routes in 
Kashmir and Ladakh are given below.

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TREK 1 


Kolahoi Glacier 


Grade 

Maximum Altitude 
Duration 
Suitable Time 


: Easy. 

: 3795M. 

: 4 to 6 days 
: Mid May-Mid Oct. 


A most gradual trek which does not involve crossing 
of any pass etc. Built up accommodation at two 
possible night halts is available. The day to day 
itinerary is:— 

Day One: Srinagar-Pahalgam: 96 Kins. 

One can drive from Srinagar to Pahalgam (2150 M) 
in regular or a luxury coach or in a taxi. This is the take 
off point for many treks such as Amarnath, Suru 
Valley etc. Accommodation in hotels, huts, guest 
houses and camps is available. Ponies/porters can be 
engaged through Tourist Officer. Rations, tinned 
food etc. can be purchased here. 

Day Two: Pahalgam-Aru: 11 kms. 

There is a rough road from Pahalgam to Aru (2414 
M). Taxis can go on the road. Ponies take about 3 
hours. The road follows the Lidder stream, at a higher 
elevation, with beautiful views of pines and of TuHyan 
peak above Pahalgam. Aru is a small village situated 
at the end of a meadow. The whole meadow is 
traversed by a stream coming from Armiun side of 
Kolahoi. Accommodation in a hotel, a Rest House and 
Guest Houses, Tourist Bungalow. Aru is soon to have 
a Mountaineering and a winter Sports Institute. 
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Day Three: Aru-Lidderwatt: 11 kins. 

There is an ascent of about 500 feet immediately 
after leaving Aru but then the trail becomes almost 
flat with- some gradual ascent sometimes. It is now 
more near to Lidder stream and the entire track 
except for some patches is under the forest cover. The' 
distance can be easily covered in about 3 hours. 
Lidderwatt (3000 M) is a small meadow with river on 
two sides. Before reaching the meadow one has to 
cross the stream coming from Kolahoi glacier. There 
is enough camping ground. Water is available in 
plenty. For accommodation, in addition to one’s own 
tent, there is a Public Works Department Rest House 
and a Alpine hut of Tourism Department. The 
meadow is in a depression and the view is closed on 
all sides. One can hike up the mountain at the back to 
have some good views. 

Day Four: Lidderwatt-Kolahoi Glacier & 
Back: 22 kms. 

The trek goes through a pine forest and after about 
two hours comes into open at Satlanjan. A number of 
small streams have to be crossed by foot-bridges 
here.There are some shephered huts in the area. Half 
an hour after Satlanjan one can see the top of Kolahoi 
peak (5425 M). The trek runs along boulders and 
scree, and one can go right upto the snoot of the 
glacier (3500 M) to have a good view of Kolahoi peak 
which stands alone and is known as Mattel hoi n of 
Kashmir. This is the site of base camp for Expeditions 
attempting to climb the peak. The return can be 
accomplished in about three hours. The total day

long excursion from Lidderwatt to the base of 
Kolahoi and back takes about 6-8 hours, depending 
upon ones pace. 

Day Five: Lidderwatt-Tarsar: 12 kms. 

Starting along the stream in the East of Lidderwatt is 
the trek leading to lakes of Tarsar and Marsar. In the 
early part the trek goes along the stream through a 
forest and then one has to go over the boulders to 
reach the mountain lake of Tarsar (3795 M). A 
number of shephered huts can be seen on the way. 
The return trip to the Tarsar lake takes about 8 hours. 
To reach Marsar one-has to cross a ridge and descend 
again, and one may have to camp for the night as it 
may not be possible to accomplish the trip in one 
day. 

Day Six: Lidderwatt-Pahalgam 

The return from Liddrwatt to Pahalgam can be 
accomplished in about 5 hours. One can same day 
return to Srinagar also. 

Variations 

The Kolahoi trek can be accomplished from 4 to 6 

Can Ver ^ ^' rs * 9° U P*° Aru or even 

Lidderwatt depending upon the means of transport. 

he trek can be extended to cross over into Sindh 
Valley by crossing the Yemhar pass. 

Services: Ponies/Porters 

These can be arranged through Tourist Office. There 
are fixed rates for various treks/excursions. However, 
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on an average pony rates are Rs. 30/- to Rs. 35/- per 
pony per day and porters Rs. 25/- to Rs. 30/- per 
porter per day. 

Tents Etc. 

Camping agencies hire out large tents (6 to 10 
persons) on day or weekly basis. Other items such as 
blankets, rain coats, utensils etc. are also available on 
hire. 

Camping Sites 

There are many places in and. around Pahalgam 
where one can camp out doors. There are camp- 
hotels where accommodation in already pitched 
tents is available. 

Pahalgam Club 

There is a Government Club which has among other 
things a Roller Skating rink, table-tennis rooms and a 
card room. Temporary membership is available. 


TREK 2 


Amarnath Cave 


Grade 

Maximum Altitude 
Duration 
Suitable time 


Moderate 
4218 M 
4 to 6 days 
Mid June-Mid Oct. 


Each year in the month of Shravan (July-August) 
when the moon is full, thousands of devout pilgrims 
gather before the Amarnath Cave in the picturesque 
Lidder Valley to offer their prayers to Lord Shiva. 
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Situated at a height of 3,800 M in the Himalayas, the 
cave enshrines a naturally formed ice-lingam, symbol 
of Lord Shiva, which waxes and wanes with the 
moon, reaching its maximum dimensions on the day 
of pilgrimage. This is where, Hindus believe, Lord 
Shiva explained the secret of salvation to his consort 
Parvati on a full moon night. Two of the God’s 
servants overheard, and were turned into pigeons, 
and these according to common belief, can be seen 
flying away when the devotees gather. 

Day One: Srinagar-Pahalgam: 96 kms. 

Drive from Srinagar to Pahalgam (2150 M) in a 
regular or luxury coach or in a taxi. Accommodation 
in hotels, huts, guest-houses and tents available. 
Porters/ponies, large tents, camping items, rations, 
food can be arranged/purchased here. 

Day Two: Phalgam-Chandanwari: 10 kms. 

There is a jeepable road from Pahalgam to Chandan- 
wari (2,895 M). To enjoy Lidder views, one can also 
trek along the road. Night stay in Rest House or ones 
own tent. There are many dhabas (eating places). 
Water is freely available. 

Day Three: Chandanwari-Sheshnag: 12 kms. 

The next stage in the trek is from Chandanwari to 
Sheshnag (3,718 M), the emerald lake. The track 
follows the left bank of Lidder for half an hour and 
then it climbs up the steep Pissu Ghati. This is the 
most tiring part. At the top of the Ghati, the trek 
flattens out and goes right upto a gorge near the lake. 
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Here, it again climbs steeply for a couple of Kilo¬ 
meters and then straightens out towards the lake 
which is on the other side of the stream. To reach the 
lake one has to descend again. However, many camp 
sites are available with plenty of water. Two room 
Rest-House and some shelter sheds are also there. 
Above the lake are the Trinity peaks with majestic 
glaciers. Very high winds blow in this area. 

Day Four: Sheshnag-Panjtarni: 13 kms. 

From SheShnag the trek follows the stream for some 
distance and then crosses it towards left, with beauti¬ 
ful mountain scenery on right. Trek slowly climbs 
towards the highest point—Mahagunus Pass and 
then descends through a long valley to a flat piain. 
This plain has been formed by the spreading out of 
the two streams, one coming from Mahagunus and 
the other from-some peaks and glaciers on the right 
side. After crossing this flat portion, Panjtarni (3657 
M), is your next halt. Good camping ground. Alpine 
hut. Some eating places in tents. 

Day Five: Panjtarni-Holy cave BaltaF 19 kms. 

Starting early in the morning from Panjtarni trek upto 
holy cave (3880 M). The trek just climbs a narrow trail 
and then descends to the stream coming from 
Amarnath side. Follow the stream upto the cave. To 
reach it one has to climb steps. On return from the 
cave, near Sangam, the join of streams coming from 
Panjtarni and cave, ake the right side. There is a 
steep climb and then descent all the way to Baltal. 
Camp for the night in Baltal. If transport is pre- 
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arranged one can straight away drive from Baltal to 
Srinagar. 

Day Six: Baltal-Sonamarg Srinagar: 94 kms. 

Trek from Baltal to Sonamarg (2740 M) 8 kms. First 
five kilometers along a rough road and then 3 kms. on 
Leh highway. Sonamarg is a nice comping spot. 
Tourist huts, Tourist Bungalow, Tents etc. available. 
Many eating places. Bus for Srinagar from this 
point. 

Variations 

One can drive straight upto Chandanwari or even go 
by poines on the very first day. Thr return can also.be 
made along the same route. If transport is arranged 
upto Chandanwari and at Baltal, trek can be comp¬ 
leted in four days also. 

Services: Ponies/Porters 

These can be arranged in Pahalgam through Tourist 
Office. Charges for a Riding pony upto cave and retun 
to Pahalgam are Rs. 330/- and for pack pony Rs. 
320/-. Ponies and porters can be arranged on daily 
basis also. 

Accommodation/Reservation 

Accommodation in Rest Houses at Chandanwari, 
Sheshnag and Panjtarni can be booked through the 
Assistant Engineer, Public Work Department, Pahal¬ 
gam. Tents and other items can be hired at Pahalgam. 
through camping agencies. Be in touch with Tourist 
Office for all assistance & information.

TREK 3 


Gangabal Lake 

: Moderate to difficult. 


Grade

Duration 
Suitable time 


: 4081 M. 
: 7 days 


: Mid June-Mid Oct 


Day One: Srinagar-Sonamarg: 84 kins. 

Drive from Srinagar in a regular or luxury coach or a 
taxi. Beautiful drive, 2 hours by car along the Sindh 
river coming from Zoji La. Sonamarg (2740 M), is a 
lovely mountain meadow surrounded by high peaks. 
Many camping spots with water available in plenty. 
Accommodation in huts, Tourist Bungalow, tents 
available. Eating places and Shops. Ponies/porters 
can be arranged through Tourist Office. Short 
excursions to Thajwas glaciers. 

Day Two: Sonamarg-Nichanai: 13 kins. 

One has to return along Sindh river upto steel bridge 
at Shitkari. Trek goes along North-West to Lash- 
patri. Gradual climb till forest and then some steep 
portion to reach a plain with Gujar huts called 
Shokdari. Panoramic views of Sonamarg Valley and 

Thajwas glaciers and peaks. Passing through a birch 
forest trek descends into Nichanai nallah. Follow the 
nallah upstream upto the base of Nichanai'pass. 
Good camping ground. Water available. 
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Day Three: Nichanai-Vishensar: 12 kins. 

Trek from the Nichanai camping ground upstream. 
May have fo crop's a snow bridge. After crossing 
Nichanai nallah trek climbs up on the right side to 
reach the Nichanai pass (4080 M). Many jagged and 
pinnacle peaks on the left side of the pass. Descend 
along the right bank of the stream flowing from the 
pass. Cross the stream in, a flat area to reach 
Vishensar (3677 M). Two beatiful mountain lakes 
Vishensar and Krishansar—one blue and the other 
green. Majestic Mount Vishnu overlooks Krishansar. 
Lakes full of trout fish but fishing needs a licence from 
Department of Fisheries in Srinagar. Good camping 
grounds with plenty of water. In summer many 
Shephereds in the area. Early morning lake is calm 
and good reflections of mountains in water. 

Day Four: Vishensar-Gadsar: 10 kms. 

The trek climbs a steep pass 4191 M on the right of 
Krishansar. Mount Vishnu on the left side. After the 
pass descend along the river. Small well shaped lake 
of deep blue colour with floating ice-bergs on f he left. 
Known locally among shephereds as Yemsar. The 
Valley broadnes into a large plain. At the foot of 
mountain another lake known as gadsar (3700 M)- 
The mountain has a huge variety of different herbs 
and plants. Good camping ground with water aval 
lable. Fish in the stream. 

Day five: Gadsar-Satsar: 10 kms. . 

From Gadsar there are two possibilities. Immediate y 
above the lake one can trek upto the pass to descen 
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straight at Satsar. Steep climb. For first kilometer trek 
difficult to locate due to abundant plant growth. 
Steep descent to the lake. The other route follows the 
stream and goes round the mountain. At one point 
while going upstream towards Satsar, the stream dis¬ 
appears into a huge cave. Satsar (3800 M) consists of 
seven lakes in a cascade formation. Narrow Valley. 
Good camping. 

Day Six: Satsar—Gangabal: 10 kins. 

From Satsar the trek first descends along the stream. 
Try to keep on the right side on boulders. After about 
one Kilometer, the trek climbs in a winding way Zaji 
Mountain. Cross Zajibal Gali (4081 M) to descend 
straight at gangabal. From the pass very dramatic 
views of Harmukh and other mountains. Ascent and 
descent of the pass quite steep. Gangabal (3570 M) 
has beautiful camping sites. Both Gengabal and 
Nundkol have trout fish. Best spot is the stream join¬ 
ing two lakes. Frequent thundering noise of breaking 
glacier from Harmukh. One can spend at least one or 
two days exploring Gangabal area. One of the 
loveliest spots in the Valley. 

Day Seven: Gangabal-Wangat: 16 kins. 

Walk down to Nundkol and follow the stream down. 
Then small climb and descent to reach Trunkhol. 
From this spot the trail enters the forest. Steep des¬ 
cent through the forest to reach Naranag. Historical 
ruins of temple. Walk along the road to reach Wangat. 
Buses to Srinagar from Wangat. The journey from 
Gangabal to Srinagar can be made in one day. 
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Variations 

The trek can be extended by staying longer at 
Krishansar and Gangabal, and can also be under¬ 
taken separately for Krishansar (from Sonamarg and 
back) and Gangabal (from Wangat and back). Take 
your fishing licence from Srinagar. 

Sevices: Ponies/Porters 

These can be arranged through Tourist Office in 
Sonamarg. Usual rates are about Rs. 35/- to Rs. 40/- 
per pony per day. 

Rations/Supplies 

It is advisable to buy dry rations etc. in Srinagar itself 
as there is not much choice in Sonamarg. 

Accommodation 

Built up accommodation is not available on the Trek. 
It is advisable to carry ones own light mountain tent to 
have choice of camping. 

TREK 4 

Lamayuru-Padam 
Grade : Difficult 

Maximum Altitude : 5060 M 

Duration : 8 to 10 days 

Suitable time : July-Oct. 

Trekking in Ladakh is mostly through high moun 
tains, completely barren of vegetation. Greenery is 
limited to the surfaces of river Valleys or wherever 
there is a streak of water. The climate is extreme y 





dry—days are hot and nights very cold. In some 
places one may not even find drinking water. It is 
advisable to go fully equiped on treks in Ladakh. 

Lamayuru is the oldest monastery in Ladakh. It has a 
very majestic location, on a hill overlooking some 
ancient glacial remains. It is situated on the Sri¬ 
nagar—Leh highway across the Fatu La pass. This is 
the starting point of one of the most frequented treks 
in Ladakh. There is a small restaurant-cum-hotel. 
Accommodation can also be obtained in the mona¬ 
stery guest house. Ponies/porters can be arranged in 
the local village. The itinerary given below presumes 
that the trekker is.already in Lamayuru and has made 
all the necessary arrangements. 

Day one: Lamayuru-Chila 

Trek from Lamayuru to Chila, crossing enroute 
Wanla 3245 M. Chila is a small village with a Gompa 
and an old castle. 

Day Two: Chila-Hanupata 

To reach Hanupata one has to cross a very steep pass 
of 4265 M, with loose rock on the trail. Water is a 
problem as the river is saline. A fresh water well is 
located halfway to Hanupata village, which consists 
of about 20 houses and a small Gompa. 

Day Three: Hanupata-Photaksar 

The route is good with a gradual ascent of 10 to 12 
kms to Sirsir La 4900 M. and then steep descent to 
photaksar. The village is located on a river and is 
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surrounded by steep mountains with a Gompa. The 
area is full of Yaks. One has to be very careful with 
river crossings in the area as it is accident prone. 

Day Four: Photaksar-Shanpado Gongma 

From Photaksar trek along a gradually ascending trail 
to Singi La (5060 M). After sometime there is a steep 
descent for about an hour and then the trail again 
ascends to the pass. After the pass, one can camp on 
the other side or proceed further to a small village of 3 
houses at an hours walk. 


Day Five: Gongma-Linshat 

The trail traverses along mountain side gradually 
ascending to Linshat Gompa which is the religious 
and cultural centre of the area. The Gompa has 60 
lamas. A festival is held in July (18—20th). Some eggs, 
meat and Tsampa may be available in the village but 
this is not dependable and one must have ones own 
supplies. 


Day Six: Linshat-Snertse 

The trail passes Hulum La 4710 M but is difficult to 
locate. After the pass the descent is through a wild 
valley with glacier, snow and water. At the lower reach 
is Snertse. Shephereds spend summer here. 

Day Seven: Snertse-Pidmu 

The trail fords a 4 meter wide stream (Omachu) and 
descends into Zanskar Valley through Hanumil. It is 
an easy walk. 
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Day Eight: Pidmu-Pishu 

The trail runs up stream along Zanskar river via 
Zangla Gompa. The river has rope bridge with a span 
of 130 to 150 meters about 3 kms. before Pishu. 

Day Nine: Pishu-Padam 

The easy trail keeps following river Zanskar upstream 
and passes the village of Tongde which has a large 
Gompa. Padam can be approached the same day. 

Variations 

The trek can be started from Padam instead of 
Lamayuru. One can drive by jeeps/trucks from 
Kargil to Padam and fhen trek upto Lamayuru. 

Services: Porters/Ponies 

These can be engaged in Lamayuru itself but there 
are many groups in summer and it may be some times 
a problem to arrange these. The rates are about Rs. 
40/- per day per porter and Rs. 80/- per day for a 
pony. The rates may increase due to increased 
demand. 1 he porters and ponies may have to be paid 
50% for return journey. 

Accommodation/Rations 

It is advisable to carry light mountain tents amigood 
sleeping bags. The villagers have limited food and 
other resources. Therefore, all trekkers must carry 
their own food and not try to live off the land. 

Water Crossings 

Great caution must be exercised while crossing 
mountain rivers. During summer these rivers are in 
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spate due to heavy rains. Try to cross the rivers as 
early as possible in the morning. The best time would 
be 4 to 5 A.M. when the water is low. Never cross the 
streams in the afternoon. Never cross alone or 
without any rope anchor. There have been many 
accidents of drowning among trekkers in this area, so 
absolute precautions should be taken to avoid tragic 
accidents. 


TREK 5 


Padam-Hemis 


Grade 

Maximum Altitude 
Duration 
Suitable time 


: Very Difficult 
; 5300M 
: Two weeks 
: July-Oct. 


This is a very difficult trek involving numerous river 
crossings and high passes. There are very few villages 
on the trek and these are quite far apart. The trekkers 
should be in a fit condition and fully equiped as 
regards food shelter etc. 

Day One: Padam-Tongde 

Padam (3600 M) to Tongde (3530 M). After crossing 
the Zanskar river by a rope bridge just near Padam, 
walk along the river for about 3 hours. Camp at 
Tongde, a small village. 

Day Two: Tongde-Zangla 

Tongde-Zangla (3450 M) 5 hours walk along the 
Zanskar river. Camp at Zangla Village. 

Day Three: Zangla-Foot of Sher Sher La 

Zangla-Foot of Sher Sher La (3940 M) 6 hours trek. 
Steep climb upto Zangla Gompa and after passing 
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Gompa one enters the gorge of a river. It is necessary 
to cross about 15 to 20 times the river while moving 
through the Gorge. Water is knee deep. After the 
Gorge at the confluence of two rivers take the left side 
valley to reach the foot of the pass. Camp for the 
night. Green camping ground with water. 

Day Four: Foot of Sher Sher La-Chup-Cha 

Foot of Sher Sher La to Chup-Cha (4460 M) on the 
other side of the pass. About 6 V 2 hours climb and 
descent to a green plateau at the confulence of two 
mountain streams. Camp at Chup-cha. Good 
camping ground. The climb of Sher Sher La is quite 
steep. Only stones and boulders. On the other side 
there is a small ice patch but the trek goes higher 
up. 

Day Five: Chup-Cha-Shang Kong Ma 

Chup-cha to Shang Kong Ma (3970 M) 5 hours 
descent to a green meadow at another confluence of 
two mountain streams. Descend into the gorge and 
cross the river about a dozen times. Camp at Shang 
Kong Ma. 

Day Six: 

Shang Kong Ma to another meadow near the con¬ 
fluence of two mountain streams, about 3800 M. 3V6 
hours trek. Descend the same Valley. Have to cross the 
river many times. Hip deep water. Cross with care and 
use a rope. Camp at the confluence. Good camping 
site. Store water early as it gets very murky in the 
afternoon. It is impossible to cross the river in the 
afternoon. 
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Day Seven: 

Confluence to Kurna Sumdo (3820 M) 4V£ hours 
trek. Descend upto the confluence Tilut Sumdo and 
climb along river Kurna on the right side upto Kurna 
Sumdo. Lot of water on the way and many river 
crossings. One must start very early in the morning. 
Good camping site. Wood also available in the form 
of bushes all along the valley. In the afternoon water 
gets murky. 

Day Eight: Kurna Sumdo-Nari Narsa 

Kurna Sumdo to high Valley of Nari Narsa (4270 M) 
6 hours journey. First take the small valley on the left 
and climb a very steep portion full of stones and 
boulders. This portion is very steep and it is necessary 
to unload the horses as they have danger of slipping. 
Again it is necessary to cross the river many times but 
the water is low. Many camp sites at Nari narsa. Water 
and bushes available. 

Day Nine: Nari Narsa-Lang Tang 

High Valley of Nari Narsa to Lang Tang (4800 M) 6 
hours journey. Climb the Valley upto the plateau of 
Rubrung and take the right side Valley. Cross the 
Mountain through a break in the range. Follow this 
narrow passage upto Zalung Karpo la (5160 M) climb 
the ridge (5200 M) and descend into the Valley of 
Lang Tang. Good camping ground. 

Day Ten: Lang Tang-Hankar 

Lang Tang to Hankar Village (4200 M) 5 hours 
journey. Descend the Valley upto Markha river and 
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camp in the village. Camping ground. From this point 
the trek joins the Markha Valley trek. 

Day Elevan: Hankar-Nima Ling 

Hankar to Nima Ling (4900 M) 5 hours journey. 
Climb the valley of Markha upto the plateau of Nima 
Ling. Route is very clear and good. Carnp in Nima 
Ling. Nomads also staying in small houses. Not 
possible to stay with them. Water available. No 
wood. 

Day Twelve: Nima Ling-Shakdo 

Nima Ling to Shakdo (4100 M). 6 hours journey. 
Cross the Kang Maru La (5300 M). Vary easy climb. 
Descend gorge upto village Shakdo. Camp in 
Shakdo. 


Day Thirteen: Shakdo-Hemis 

Shakdo-Hemis (3760 M) 5 hours journey. Descend 
the Valley upto Matselang and march upto Hemis. 

Variations 

On reaching Markha Valley one can follow the 
Markha river down stream and cross into Indus Valley 
near Spitok. 


Services: Porters, Rations, Accommodation 

Porters can be arranged at Padam. All rations must be 
carried along. Detailed guidance can be obtained 
from the Tourist Office in Padam. Accommodation is 
possible only in tents. 
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River Crossings 

As already mentioned this is a very difficult trek. One 
has to take full precautions for river crossings. It is 
advisable to take a guide or porter as attempting the 
trek alone can be dangerous and there are chances of 
getting lost.
